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Claims 1, 9-13, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Yang (U.S. Patent 6,179,024). 

Yang shows a portable stand 1 having a roller 34 for supporting a first end of an 
elongated piece of material, means 300 for supporting the roller relative to the stand 
and height adjustment means 16 for raising the roller to a height of an adjacent 
machine. 

Re claims 9-1 1 , it is understood that various shapes may be used to support the 
stand. 

Re claims 12 and 13, shown are rubberized end caps on the end of legs 21 . 
Re claims 18 and 19, it is understood that multiple stands could be used if needed. 
Claims 2-8 and 14-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
